UNFORTUNATE CIRCUMSTANCES 


Last week this newspaper revealed the late filing of a seven- 
year audit of Dunklin County by the office of State Auditor 
Haskell Holman. Then it reported the same set of circumstances 
in Scott County, where alleged shortages of some $10,000 were 
found. 


Yesterday, this newspaper disclosed that still another county 
is the victim of alleged shortages, as recorded by still another 
late audit, this one in Pemiscot County. 


Apparently all three audits were planned to be filed at about 
the same time. And it is interesting to note that all three aud­ 
its were filed late, that all three were filed past the date where­ 
by the statute of limitations would protect any officeholders 
from civil action by the various County Courts. 


In all three audits, alleged overpayments by some officehold­ 
ers were disclosed, although in each audit, no criminal negli­ 
gence was charged. But even the civil negligence is impossible 
to pursue, according to prosecuting attorneys in these counties, 
because of the statute of limitations 


In both Dunklin and Scott Counties, attempts will be made 
to recover some of the alleged overpayments. The Pemiscot 
County Court has not yet decided upon any course of action. 


In each instance, excuses for the late filings have been the 
same. One of the excuses is that the death of former State Aud­ 
itor William Holmes occurred at about the same time the aud­ 
its were being completed. Yet, the fact of the matter is that the 
present State Auditor took office before preliminary work on 
the Dunklin County audit was completed. 


The other excuse offered by state employes is that a short­ 
age of personnel prevented rapid completion of the audits. Yet 
only last week State Auditor Holman told this newspaper that 
audits are now being returned to the counties within six months 
after preliminary work has been done. 


Perhaps these circumstances are purely accidental. Perhaps 
they are not. But, regardless, the circumstances are unfortun­ 
ate for the citizens and taxpayers of Dunklin, Pemiscot, and 
Scott Counties.

THEY DESERVE A RAISE 
(Springfield Leader and Press 


Pay raises aren't easy to get in these times of tight money 
and price squeezes, unless one has a union to go to bat with the 
boss. Yet, on April 2, Missouri voters must decide whether or 
not to give their legislators a fairly substantial increase in sal­ 
ary. The legislators have no union, but they’re gaining wide 
support. 


The average voter’s first reaction to this request—the second 
in a year, incidentally—will probably be a flat “no.” So was 
ours, until we began to give the matter a little more consid­ 
eration. 


Here’s the voter’s case: Taxes on a steady rise have reached 
alarming heights; legislators campaigned for the job at a stip­ 
ulated figure, let them abide by their contract; why give a 
pay hike to a group of men who often fail to get a needed 
quorum to conduct business? 


There’s at least one answer for each objection. Taxes are high, 
but fairness compels us to admit that legislators’ salaries are 
woefully out of line—$125 a month plus S10 for each day on 
which roll call is answered. Would you want to give up part of 
your time from law practice or business for so little compen­ 
sation? Many good men eye the legislature with ambitious 
hearts but empty pockets—-can’t afford to make the race. What 
about it? 


They did seek the job at a stipulated price, but far too many 
good, young men seek it as a necessary stepping stone to some­ 
thing better—an expensive stepping stone at present salaries. 
The corollary is that only older, less progressive men who have 
ended their private careers can afford to take and hold a seat 
in the Legislature. Is that good? 


As fnr the absentees—more often than not they are men call­ 
ed back to their businesses at home, or else they’re men of poor 
caliber who aren’t interested in any bill except one that con­ 
cerns their own districts. Shall we perpetuate such conditions? 


A hundred years ago, mileage was paid at the rate of 12 
cents for every mile covered to and from legislature; the trip 
was often as not made on a horse which could be turned out to 
pasture on arrival. The legislator was expecting and was ex­ 
pected to remain in the capital throughout the session. Today, 
that is no longer true, and the mileage is less than it was a 
century ago. 


Missouri’s governor draws $25,000 a year—his salary was re­ 
cently hiked. The lieutenant governor draws $12,000, the at­ 
torney general gets $15,000. Yet we ask our legislators to work 
for a salary that averages about $1800. Is the legislative any 
less important than the executive department of state govern­ 
ment? Finally, most states pay considerably more—Ohio, Illi­ 
nois, Michigan all pay about $5000; California pays $6000 and 
New York $7500 to their legislators. 


It isn’t a matter of being magnanimous, it’s a question of 
fairness and of the caliber of men we expect to get for what we 
offer—what can we expect for $1800? 


We opposed the proposal submitted last fall, not because we 
were against increasing legislators’ salaries, but because we 
saw several objectionable features in it. This time we’re for 
giving our lawmakers the salary they ask. 


Think it over and be fair in your decision. You’ll find it hard 
to say no.

THEY DESERVE FAIR COMPENSATION 
(Warrensburg Star-Journal) 


For the most part, this is a time when a majority of persons 
will benefit by following a line of economic conservatism, rather 
than one of full and consistent spending, in government as well * 
as personally. There is a reasonable variation from this, and 
we are referring to the amendment which has to do with the 
salary and expense allowance for Missouri legislators. 


The amendment, which will be voted on at the special elec­ 
tion April 2, provides more adequate compensation for our law­ 
makers in line with the duties and responsibilities of the office. 
Numerous reasons can be given for supporting the measure. 
A chief one is that the more reasonable compensation should 
attract more qualified men. In view of the importance of their 
jobs, it is desirable to encourage more persons to run for the 
offices. The present scale for salary and mileage compensation 
was established actually back in horse and buggy days. Mis­ 
souri is one of the states providing the smallest amount of pay 
for its legislators. It is believed the mileage provision also 
would encourage legislators to spend more weekends at home 
to talk with their constituents. 


It is interesting to note there is rather wide support for the 
amendment. It has been endorsed by every farm organization, 
every major labor organization, every major business organ­ 
ization and by the Missouri Teachers Association, as well as 
both the Democratic and Republican state committees. 


In our opinion, Missouri’s legislators merit a fair compen­ 
sation—which means we are FOR Constitutional Amendment 
No. 1, “To pay legislators monthly salary of $300.00 and mile­ 
age traveled for one round trip per week from their homes to 
the Capitol to attend sessions.”

S. P. Reynolds Honored 
By MCPA for 50 Years’

A sketch of a life story that 
might have been lifted bodily out 
of the stories of Horatio Alger 
was related by Congressman Paul

when he was called on to pre­ 
sent a special certificate of merit 
to S. P. Reynolds, of Caruthers­ 
ville, Mo., who for more than 
half a century has been chief 
engineer for the St. Francis Le­ 
vee District; 49 years a member 
of the Little River Drainage Dis­ 
trict Board and, since 1891, a 
resident of

Missouri 
who has amassed a wealth of in­ 
formation and facts about flood 
control and drainage that is un­ 
matched by any other man in 
the country. And because of this 
astounding grasp of all matters 
pertaining to flood control and 
drainage, hi» opinions are not on­ 
ly sought by authorities, but are 
invariably incorporated in a n y 
plan for flood control or drain­ 
age formulated. 
Mr. Reynolds was born Nov. 9, 
1860, and in 1876 attended West­ 
minster College. In 1878 he at­ 
tended the University of Missou­ 
ri, majoring in languages. After 
a brief absence, during which he 
worked to earn money to contin­ 
ue his education, Mr. Reynolds 
returned to the university and 
graduated as an engineer with 
the high marks in his class in 18- 
83. Then, for eight years, he 
taught school in California. 
In 1891 he came home to Mis­ 
souri and in 1896 came to Caru­ 
thersville, where 
has lived 
ever since. In 1899 he surveyed 
for a railroad from Caruthers­ 
ville to Blythevitle and, in 1900, 
became chief engineer for the St. 
Francis Levee Board. 
Since then this veteran gentle­ 
man has worked every day—in 
fact, at 98, going on to 97, when 
Paul Jones walked into his of­ 
fice Wednesday he found the en­ 
gineer at his drawing table busy 
checking maps. 
Visibly touched and embarras­ 
sed by the spot light thrown on 
him, Mr. Reynolds, in accepting 


the certificate of award, said he 
had never sought such acclaim 
but he would hardly be human if 
he were not touched by the dem­ 
onstration. 
In speaking of the veteran’s 
career, Jones pointed out that 
while Reynolds knew in advance 
exactly 
where

ditch would be dug, he never 
utilized his advance information 
for his own personal gain.

The ba­ 
sic farm bill was passed in 1938 
and should have been worked 
out into a new law after World 
War II. A hundred years ago, he 
pointed out, farmers used horses 
and mules for motive power on 
farms. Up to 1900 there was an 
average of 1.6 H.P. per farm; in 
1926 it had increased to 5.3 H P. 
per farm, and in 1955, jumped up 
to 3 H.P. per farm. This means, 
he said, that the farms produce 
more. 
We have to learn to live with 
surpluses, he said. “You haven’t 
sold anything when you put your 
crop in a government loan. You 
have only transferred it from 
your shoulders to those of every­ 
body else.” Steps should be tak­ 
en through agricultural attaches 
at all legations all over the world 
to find markets for the surplus 
crops and dispose of them. In 
closing, he admitted the farmer 
has many problems, but, he as­ 
serted, there are none he can’t 
work out of himself with proper 
help. “You just can’t solve prob­ 
lems like these with legislation. 
Some laws only hamper the far­ 
mer. We must not pass legisla­ 
tion that will put the farmer in 
a straight jacket.”

More LifM On Problems Of Youth 
A committee of the S e n a t e , 
which was created three and one- 
half years ago to investigate juve­ 
nile delinquency, will soon publish 
a voluminous report on many as­ 
pects of modern American socie­ 
ty, which influence the conduct of 
boys and girls growing up. I have 
worked with this committee since 
its organization, and am now its 
chairman. 
I have had a share in 
the research w h i c h has taken 
place in many communities, from 
coast to coast, and in the sponsor­ 
ship of legi^ation to diminish the 
blight of juvenile delinquency on 
our homes and our country. 
The experience I have had dur­ 
ing the past twenty-five years in 
dealing with young people has 
been very valuable to me in this 
research and study. 
As a mem­ 
ber of the Big Brothers organiza­ 
tion for over twenty-five years, I 
have had the opportunity of talk­ 
ing to many of these youngsters, 
and have done whut I could to 
help, not only to rehabilitate them 
when they have been in trouble, 
but also to counsel them and ad­ 
vise them whenever I felt they 
needed this type of consideration. 
I still retain my interest in this 
organization, having the honor of 
being a National Trustee of the 
Big Brothers. During the six years 
I was a trial prosecutor in charge

of felony cases, and later as Cir­ 
cuit Attorney of St. Louis, I was 
amazed to find the many types of 
trouble in which so many young 
people become involved. 
And, I 
might mention also, that I have 
never particularly liked referring 
to these youngsters as juvenile 
delinquents -- I think “young peo­ 
ple in trouble’' more accurately 
reflects the type of problem this 
is. 
As a member of the Senate Com­ 
mittee on Penitentiaries, I have 
had the opportunity of talking to 
inmates both in our own country 
and in foreign countries. 
I have 
repeatedly been told by these in­ 
mates that their trouble started as 
youngsters, and that this is the 
time of life when our entire socie­ 
ty must be on guard to prevent 
the sharp upturn in our crime 
rate. 
The Senate Committee on Juve­ 
nile Delinquency has published in 
the three and one-half years of its 
existence 12 interim reports. 
The 
most recent one, published last 
week, related to hearings which 
I held in St. Louis last July. These 
reports cover such problems as 
the effect of television, 
moving 
pictures and comic books on the 
minds of children. 
They have 
dealt with the traffic in obscene 
and pornographic literature 
and 
in narcotics; the exploitation of 
juveniles by adult criminals; the 
black m arket traffic 
in babies; 
the care and treatm ent of delin­ 
quents by the police, by the courts 
and by social agencies. 
Before the Subcommittee start­

back as 1954, one out of every 13 
children in the U. S. had trouble 
with the law. At the present rate 
of increase in child lawlessness, 
2.000.000 children between the ages 
of 10 and 17 will be in trouble with 
the police in 1960. 
Many of our communities have 
inadequate facilities, and 
inade­ 
quate personnel to handle this 
problem. This is true, both in our 
cities and in our rural and semi- 
rural areas. Juvenile delinquency 
has been thought of usually as# a 
big-city problem, and 
indeed, 
is 
most acute in large metropolitan 
areas. 
It should be noted, how­ 
ever, that the number of juvenile 
offenders appearing in courts serv 
ing populations of less than 100,- 
000 increased 41 per cent between 
1948 and 1952, or 10 per cent more 
than in our large urban areas. 
As a result of the work of the 
Senate Committee on Juvenile De­ 
linquency, we were successful in 
the last Congress in having legis­ 
lation enacted to prohibit the inter­ 
state transportation of obscene or 
pornographic literature. 
We are 
also sponsoring ten bills in this 
Session of Congress dealing with 
drug addiction, 
cooperation 
be­ 
tween federal and state govern­ 
ments in strengthening and im­ 
proving state and local programs 
for control of juvenile delinquen­ 
cy; the black marketing of babies 
for adoption; and other bills re­ 
ferring to the problem of juvenile 
delinquency in the District of Co­ 
lumbia. 
The Committee hopes that the 
legislation 
already 
passed, 
the 
bills now pending, and the informa 
tion and interest aroused by the 
Committee among state and local 
officials, will be effective in de­ 
creasing this menace. 
Certainly, 
we must look to the youngsters of 
today to keep our nation strong 
and free. To insure that we shall 
continue to have a nation of en­ 
lightened and intelligent citizens, 
we must meet the challenge of 
juvenile delinquency squarely.

St. Louis, announced today. 
The Servicemen’s and Veter­ 
an’s Survivor Benefits Act, which 
authorizes the i 'vw payments, be­ 
came effective Jan. 1, 1957, Kel­ 
ley pointed out. 
Widows of veterans who died 
of service - connected causes be­ 
fore Jan. 1, 1957, may elect to 
receive the new payments or to 
continue under the o ld death 
compensation, whichever is high­ 
er.

I was pleased to co-sponsor the 
Senate bill because it is an hon­ 
est and able attempt to provide 
safeguards W’hich will insure the 
continued operation of our farm 
er committee system—the back­ 
bone of our entire farm program. 
Some of the important provi­ 
sions of the bill are as follows: 
(1) The right of county com­ 
mittees to decide by states wheth­ 
er they wish to follow an office 
manager system. 
(2) Clear-cut establishment of 
the authority of the county com­ 
mittee to hire, discharge, a n d 
supervise the work of their em­ 
ployees. 
(3) The right of county com­ 
mittees to elect one member of 
the State Committee. 
(4)^A limitation on the auth­ 
ority of the State Committee in 
removal proceedings against coun­ 
ty committeemen, by specifically 
requiring a fair hearing before 
removal action may be taken. 
(5) Elimination of the present 
regulation which requires a re­ 
moved committeeman’s appeal be 


made to the State Committee. 
While the Department of Ag­ 
riculture has not yet sent its re­ 
port on the bill, it should be not­ 
ed that 
this measure is in n j 
sense a reprisal for past actions. 
It seeks only to prevent the re­ 
currence of such abuses in tha 
future. 
When

committee, it is clear that this 
bill points the way toward a bet­ 
ter and more representative farm 
program. 
Therefore, we are hopeful of its 
passage during this session o t 
Congress. 
The greatest problem of t h •

domestic problems, however, be­ 
cause in our way of life, our de­ 
fense strength can only c o m # 
from our military strength.

UNFORTUNATE CIRCUMSTANCES 


Last week this newspaper revealed the late filing of a seven- 
year audit of Dunklin County by the office of State Auditor 
Haskell Holman. Then it reported the same set of circumstances 
in Scott County, where alleged shortages of some $10,000 were 
found. 


Yesterday, this newspaper disclosed that still another county 
is the victim of alleged shortages, as recorded by still another 
late audit, this one in Pemiscot County. 


Apparently all three audits were planned to be filed at about 
the same time. And it is interesting to note that all three aud­ 
its were filed late, that all three were filed past the date where­ 
by the statute of limitations would protect any officeholders 
from civil action by the various County Court*. 


In all three audits, alleged overpayments by some officehold­ 
ers were disclosed, although in each audit, no criminal negli­ 
gence was charged. But even \he civil negligence is impossible 
to pursue, according to prosecuting attorneys in these counties, 
because of the statute of limitations 


In both Dunklin and Scott Counties, attempts will be made 
to recover some of the alleged overpayments. The Pemiscot 
County Court has not yet decided upon any course of action. 


In each instance, excuses for the late filings have been the 
same. One of the excuses is that the death of former State Aud­ 
itor William Holmes occurred at about the same time the aud­ 
its were being completed. Yet. the fact of the m atter is that the 
present State Auditor took office before preliminary work on 
the Dunklin County audit was completed. 


The other excuse offered by state employes is that a short­ 
age of personnel prevented rapid completion of the audits. Yet 
only last week State Auditor Holman told this newspaper that 
audits are now’ being returned to the counties within six months 
after preliminary work has been done. 


Perhaps these circumstances are purely accidental. Perhaps 
they are not. But, regardless, the circumstances are unfortun­ 
ate for the citizens and taxpayers of Dunklin, Pemiscot, and 
Scott Counties.

THEY DESERVE A RAISE 
(Springfield Leader and Presa 


Pay raises aren’t easy to get in these times of tight money 
and price squeezes, unless one has a union to go to bat with the 
boss. Yet, on April 2, Missouri voters must decide whether or 
not to give their legislators a fairly substantial increase in sal­ 
ary. The legislators have no union, but they’re gaining wide 
support. 


The average voter’s first reaction to this request—the second 
in a year, incidentally—will probably be a flat ‘‘no." So was 
ours, until we began to give the m atter a little more consid­ 
eration. 


Here’s the voter’* case: Taxes on a steady rise have reached 
alarming heights; legislators campaigned for the job at a stip­ 
ulated figure, let them abide by their contract; why give a 
pay hike to a group of men who often fail to get a needed 
quorum to conduct business? 


There’s at least one answer for each objection. Taxes are high, 
but fairness compels us to admit that legislators’ salaries are 
woefully out of line—$125 a month plus SIO for each day on 
which roll call is answered. Would you want to give up part of 
your time from law practice or business for so little compen­ 
sation? Many good men eye the legislature with ambitious 
hearts but empty pockets—can’t afford to make the race. What 
about it? 


They did seek the job at a stipulated price, but far too many 
good, young men seek it as a necessary stepping stone to some­ 
thing better—an expensive stepping stone at present salaries. 
The corollary is that only older, less progressive men who have 
ended their private careers can afford to take and hold a seat 
in the Legislature. Is that good? 


As for the absentees—more often than not they are men call­ 
ed back to their businesses at home, or else they're men of poor 
caliber who aren’t interested in any bill except one that con­ 
cerns their own districts. Shall we perpetuate such conditions? 


A hundred years ago, mileage was paid at the rate of 12 
cents for every mile covered to and from legislature; the trip 
was often as not made on a horse which could be turned out to 
pasture on arrival. The legislator was expecting and was ex­ 
pected to remain in the capital throughout the session. Today, 
that is no longer true, and the mileage is less than it was a 
century ago. 


Missouri’s governor draws $25,000 a year—his salary was re­ 
cently hiked. The lieutenant governor draws $12,000, the at­ 
torney general gets $15,000. Yet we ask our legislators to work 
for a salary that averages about $1800. Is the legislative any 
less important than the executive departm ent of state govern­ 
ment? Finally, most states pay considerably more—Ohio, Illi­ 
nois, Michigan all pay about $5000; California pays $6000 and 
New York $7500 to their legislators. 


It isn’t a m atter of being magnanimous, it's a question of 
fairness and of the caliber of men we expect to get for what wa 
offer—what can we expect for $1800? 


We opposed the proposal submitted last fall, not because we 
were against increasing legislators’ salaries, but because we 
saw several objectionable features in it. This time we’re for 
giving our lawmakers the salary they ask. 


Think it over and be fair in your decision. You’U find it hard 
to say no.

THEY DESERVE FAIR COMPENSATION

For the most part, this is a time wl^en a majority of persons 
will benefit by following a line of economic conservatism, rather 
than one of full and consistent spending, in government as well 
as personally. There is a reasonable variation from this, and 
we are referring to the amendment which has to do with the 
salary and expense allowance for Missouri legislators. 


The amendment, which will be voted on at the special elec­ 
tion April 2. provides more adequate compensation for our law­ 
makers in line with th e duties and responsibilities of the office. 


Numerous reasons can be given for supporting the measure. 
A chief one is that the more reasonable compensation should 
attract more qualified men. In view of the importance of their 
jobs, it is desirable to encourage more persons to run for the 
offices.

Mis­ 
souri is one of the states providing the smallest amount of pay 
for its legislators. It is believed the mileage provision also 
would encourage legislators to spend more weekends at home 
to talk with their constituents. 


It is interesting to note there is rather wide support for the 
amendment. It has been endorsed by every farm organization, 
every major labor organization, every m ajor business organ­ 
ization and by the Missouri Teachers Association, as well as 
both the Democratic and Republican state committees.

The ba­ 
sic farm bill was passed in 1933 
and should have been worked 
out into a new law after World 
War IL A hundred years ago, he 
pointed out, farmers used horse* 
and mules for motive power on 
farms. Up to 1900 there was an 
average of 1.6 H.P. per farm; in 
1926 it had increased to 5.3 H P. 
per farm, and in 1955, jumped up 
to 3 H P. per farm. This means, 
he said, that the farms product 
more. 
We have to learn to live with 
surpluses, he said. "You haven’t 
sold anything when you put your 
crop in a government loan. You 
have only transferred 
it from 
your shoulders to those of every­ 
body else.” Steps should be tak­ 
en through agricultural attaches 
at all legations ail over the world 
to find m arkets for the surplua 
crops and dispose of them. In 
closing, he admitted the farm er 
has many problems, but, he as­ 
serted, there are none he can’t 
work out of himself with proper 
help.

Wore Light On Problems Of Youth 
A committee of the S e n a t e , 
which was created three and one- 
half years ago to investigate juve­ 
nile delinquency, will soon publish 
a voluminous report on many as­ 
pects of modern American socie­ 
ty, which influence the conduct of 
boys and girls growing up. I have 
worked with this committee since 
its organization, and am now its 
chairman. 
I have had a share in 
the research w h i c h has 
taken 
place in many communities, from 
coast to coast, and in the sponsor­ 
ship of le g a tio n to diminish the 
blight of juvenile delinquency on 
our homes and our country. 
The experience I have had dur­ 
ing the past twenty-five years in 
dealing with young people has 
been very valuable to me in this 
research and study. 
As a mem­ 
ber of the Big Brothers organiza­ 
tion for over twenty-five years. I 
have had the opportunity of talk­ 
ing to many of these youngsters, 
and have done whet I could to 
help, not only to rehabilitate them 
when they have been in trouble, 
but also to counsel them and ad­ 
vise them whenever I felt they 
needed this type of consideration. 
I still retain my interest in this 
organization, having the honor of 
being a National Trustee of the 
Big Brothers. During the six years 
I was a trial prosecutor in charge

of felony cases, and later as Cir­ 
cuit Attorney of St. Louis, I was 
amazed to find the many types of 
trouble in which so many young 
people become involved. 
And, I 
might mention also, that I have 
never particularly liked referring 
to these youngsters as juvenile 
delinquents - I think “ young peo­ 
ple in trouble” more accurately 
reflects the type of problem this 
is. 
As a member of the Senate Com­ 
mittee on Penitentiaries, I have 
had the opportunity of talking to 
inmates both in our own country 
and in foreign countries. 
I have 
repeatedly been told by these in­ 
mates that their trouble started as 
youngsters, and that this is the 
time of life when our entire socie­ 
ty must be on guard to prevent 
the sharp upturn in our crime 
rate. 
The Senate Committee on Juve­ 
nile Delinquency has published in 
the three and one-half years of its 
existence 12 interim reports. The 
most recent one, published last 
week, related to hearings which 
I held in St. Louis last July. These 
reports cover such problems as 
the effect of television, moving 
pictures and comic books on the 
minds of children. 
They have 
dealt with the traffic in obscene 
and pornographic literature 
and 
in narcotics; the exploitation of 
juveniles by adult criminals; the 
black market traffic 
in babies; 
the care and treatment of delin­ 
quents by the police, by the courts 
and by social agencies. 
Before the Subcommittee start­ 
ed its studies, there had been a 
definite lack of adequate research 
made by universities 
and other 
interested groups in the area of 
crime and horror comic books, 
television, 
motion 
pictures 
and 
pornographic literature and their 
relationship 
to 
juvenile 
misbe­ 
havior. 
The subcommittee’s in­ 
vestigations into these areas re­ 
sulted in the first comprehensive 
reports on these subjects ever to 
be published. 
The results of the Federal Gov­ 
ernment’s studies, made through 
the staff of this Senate Committee, 
are beginning to be found in the

Three of every five widows of 
veterans who died of service-con­ 
nected causes before Jan. I, 1957, 
have failed to apply for the new 
increased dependents’ compensa­ 
tion payments, J. F. Kelley, man­ 
ager of the Veterans Administra­ 
tion Regional Office, 415 Pine St., 
St. Louis, announced today. 
The Servicemen’s and Veter­ 
an’s Survivor Benefits Act, which 
authorizes the new payments, be­ 
came effective Jan. I, 1957, Kel­ 
ley pointed out. 
Widows of veterans who died 
of service - connected causes be­ 
fore Jan. I, 1957, may elect to 
receive the new payments or to 
continue under the o ld 
death 
compensation, whichever is high­ 
er.

As a member of the House Ag­ 
riculture Committee, Congressman 
Jones has done at least as much 
a* any other Missourian in his ef­ 
forts to promote the welfare of the 
farmer. 
Npw let’s talk about the primary 
reason we are all here. 
Cotton is, by far, the world's 
leading textile fiber. 
It is our principal source 
of 
clothing. 
It is a major fiber in the furn­ 
ishing of our homes. 
It is the n’U&tanding material 
used wherever yarn or cloth is 
peeded in our industrial civiliza­ 
tion. 
Approximately 1.000,000 farmers 
in the United State* grow cotton. 
It is the principal source of income 
for 
these 
producers 
in 
States 
across the country, reaching from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, and 
from the Mexican border north to 
this great cotton country I have 
the honor of visiting today. 
But cotton is also im portant to 
many other segments of our econ­ 
omy. For every IOO citizens who 
work in m anufacturing industries 
in the United States. 15 work in 
textiles and apparel, where cotton 
is predominant. 
The United States has the larg­ 
est area of land adaptable to the 
production of cotton of any nation 
in the world; and the productivity 
of cotton in the United S tites is 
about SO percent higher than the 
average productivity of all the rest 
of the world combined. Historical­ 
ly, American cotton farm ers have 
shown a willingness, desire and 
ability to engage in successful cot­ 
ton production. 
In the past five years, cotton 
production has averaged approxi­ 
mately 14 million bales; but pro­ 
duction efficiency has increased 
almost JOO percent in tw enty years, 
from slightly over 200 pounds per 
acre to an average in 1958 of over 
403 pounds per acre.

Gentlemen, that we 
are being ‘nibbled’. Acreage cuts, 
price reduction, the Soil Bank, one 
thing after another tightens the 
squeeze on the cotton farm er and 
the cotton economy. 
We cannot 
long survive the application of a 
policy which takes aw ay, in turn, 
our acreage and our prices.” 
This statement about cotton ap­ 
plies generally to the rest of the 
agriculture economy. 
In 1952. net farm income was 
815.1 billion. 
Then came Mr. Benson, with his 
new experts, to express his own 
incredibly theoretical ideas.

These complaints were called 
to the attention of the Depart­

No satisfactory action was tak­ 
en.

time 29 percent of all such re­ 
movals in the entire country. 
As a result of our request, a 
subcommittee of the Senate Com­ 
mittee on Agriculture and For­ 
estry held extensive hearings and 
thereupon made a report on the 
operation and administration of 
the farm er committee system. 
Last month, Senator Humphrey 
of Minnesota, Chairm an of the 
Subcommittee, introduced a bill 
which was the outgrowth of those 
hearings. A few days later, your 
able Congressman, 
Paul Jones, 
introduced a companion bill in 
the House. 
I was pleased to co-sponsor the 
Senate bill because it is an hon­ 
est and able attem pt to provide 
safeguards w’hich w'ill insure the 
continued operation of our farm ­ 
er committee system—the back­ 
bone of our entire farm program. 
Some of the im portant provi­ 
sions of the bill are as follows; 
(I) The right of county com­ 
mittees to decide by states wheth­ 
er they wish to follow an office 
manager system. 
'(2) Clear-cut establishment of 
the authority of the county com­ 
mittee to hire, discharge, a n d 
supervise the work of their em­ 
ployees. 
(3) The right of county com­ 
mittees to elect one member of 
the State Committee. 
(4)^A limitation on the auth­ 
ority of the State Committee in 
removal proceedings against coun­ 
ty committeemen, by specifically 
requiring a fair hearing before 
removal action may be taken. 
(5) Elimination of the present 
regulation which requires a re­ 
moved committeeman’s appeal be 


made to the State Committee. 
While the Department of Ag­ 
riculture has not yet sent its re­ 
port on the bill, it should be not­ 
ed that 
this measure is in n j 
sense a reprisal for past actions. 
It seeks only to prevent the re­ 
currence of such abuses in th* 
future. 
When 
read together with 
th* 
hearings 
and report of the sub­ 
committee, it is clear that 
this 
bill points the way toward a bet­ 
ter and more representative farm 
program. 
Therefore, we are hopeful of its 
passage during this session o f 
Congress. 
The greatest problem of t h • 
Free World today is the gather­ 
ing cloud of the growing strength 
of the Communist conspiracy. 
We must also recognize our 
domestic problems, however, be­ 
cause in our way of life, our de­ 
fense strength can only c o m * 
from our military strength. 
In a totalitarian state the coin 
of the realm is the order of th* 
dictator. In our system of fre* 
enterprise, 
however, 
nothing 
could be farther from the truth. 
Economic strength and military 
strength go hand in hand. 
That is why the position of th* 
farmer should be raised at least 
to a reasonable level of equality 
with the rest of the component 
parts of our economy. If history 
repeats itself, and farm income 
continues 
to fall, it can only 
drag down the rest of us. 
That would be grave in its im­ 
plications, because w'e must main­ 
tain a strong economy if in turn 
we are to remain a free people.
